Great Future For Agriculture. 
It cannot be said that there is any- 


thing pessimistic about Secretary 
Wilson, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, for he assuredly is an opti- 
mist of the first water, if we are to 
take his forthcoming report as re- 
flecting his real opinions. He says 
that had we cultivated our farms on 
a more scientific basis, we would have 
raised crops far in excess of the de- 
mands. He then predicts that as the 
demand 
increases 
the 
American 


farmer will be adequate thereto by 
more scientific farming. 
Here is a 


specimen of his optimism. He says: 
"Xo miracle would be required to 
double or even treble the production 
of cotton per acre. 
The corn crop 


can be increased by one-half per acre 
within the fourth of a century, and 
yet without reaching the limit, and 
the same may be said of wheat and 
other crops. One-fourth of the dairy 
cows of the country do not pay for 
their feed, and more than one-half of 
them pay no profit. The egg produc- 
tion per hen 'Will be increased by at 
least a dozen a year within a genera- 
tion, while some poultrymen foretell 
double that increase. If the hens of 
this year had each laid a dozen eggs 
more than they did, the increased 
value of this production would have 
possibly aggregated 
$50,000,000. 


The Secretary follows this with some 
very pertinent suggestions, saying: 
"The farmer will not fail the nation 
if the nation does not fail the farmer. 
He needs education to open the pow- 
ers of the soil now hidden from him. 
The work of the department has al- 
ready had results valued at hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually, and 
yet has barely crossed the threshold 
of its mission of discover}- and edu- 
cation."—American Cultivator.

Let's figure it out. There are about 
SOO'J porters in the employ of the 
Pullman 
company. If

amount recei\ed by each of them 
vas a dollar a day, that would be 
S-S<j09. But in order to make allow- 
ance for time off and for stingy or 
rugal travelers who give little or 
nothing suppose we knock off a cou- 
>3e of thousand dollars every morn- 
ng. That would make $6000 a day, 
or 32,190,000 for the year. 


This generosity oa the part of the 


traveling public would be all right 
f the porters got the benefit of it. 
But they do not. Under present con- 
ditions the tips are merely another 
scarce of profit for the Pullman com- 
pany. 
One would suppose that all 


he time of a grown up man, in most 
instances with a family to support, 
would at least be worth $10 a week, 
or $40 a month, to a concern earning 
millions of dividends. But the por- 
ter gets only $25 a month, and is left 
to get the remainder from the pub- 
lic. Therefore the Pullman company, 
on account of tips given to its em- 
ployes, makes a saving of $15 per 
month on each of them, amounting to 
$120,000, or $1,440,000 a year. 


After the thousands of passengers 


arriving at their destination in this 
country every morning turn over 
$6000 to the Pullman porters, they 
give away another thousand to sta- 
tion boys who carry their bags out 
from the trains. 
Before they get 


comfortably settled 
down to the 


breakfast table another donation of 
$2000 or so is made to hack drivers. 
Then the waiters proceed to "get 
theirs." After the porters no other 
class of servants depends so much 
upon tips as the waiters. 


In many of the large establish- 


ments in the cities the attendants 
have a perfectly organized system for 
securing and sharing the proceeds 
they get from the public. One way of 
working it is this: When you enter 
the dining room for a first meal at a 
hotel the head waiter places you at 
a table and then watches carefully 
when you leave to see if you fee the 
waiter. 
If you leave some change 


the head waiter claims part of it. If 
the one who attended you should re- 
fuse to divide, the next time you en- 
ter the dining room you will be put 
at some other table, presided over by 
a "square man." 


Sometimes the only way a waiter 


can get prompt service in the kitchen 
for a favored guest is to "see" the 
server. Thus, when you leave a quar- 
ter under the edge of your plate it 
does not always go into the pocket 
of the man who attended you, as you 
might suppose, but 
is 
distributed 


among a number of employes with 
whom you do not come in contact. If 
you fail to leave any change under 
your plate and remain at that hotel 
for any length of time you will be 
likely to receive scant consideration, 
for the servants will be busy looking 
after tlaose people who are not ab-

in Washington 120 Feet High is 


a Single Stick of Fir. 


One of the tallest telephone poles 


in the world is where the wires of 
the Pacific States Telephone Com- 
pany cross the' Chehaiis River near 
Aberdeen, Wash. 


For some years past a pole ninety t, 


feet high was sufficient to keep the 
wires clear of river craft. 
But the 


increasing passage of ocean steamers 
made a higher pole necessary, and a 
new one 126 feat high was set up. 
This pole is one single stick of Wash- 
ington fir, eighteen inches at the butt 
and eight inches at the top. The pole 
weighs 6000 pounds. 


The stick was cut at a point twelve 


miles distant and towed down the 
river, where it was erected by six; 
men using a twelve horse-power 
hoisting engine. The American Tele- 
phone Journal says that for making 
attachment to the pole and moving it* 
a five-eighths inch steel cable was 
employed, run through ten-inch steel 
blocks. 


The pole was set twelve feet in the 


ground and guyed with four steel 
stranded wires at the top, and also 
guyed about forty feet from the top 
with four five-sixteenths inch strand- 
ed wires. The guys are fastened to 
dead men set in' the ground to a _ 
depth of eight feat. These dead men, 
are of cedar 8x8 inches in section 
and seven feet long.

Shealtr’s Barn. 


“Shealer* 8 barn” is the oldest farm sta­ 
ble in Adams county and the only ono 
that is covered with a thatch roof. 
It is 
not only noted for peculiar construction, 
but is a point of historic interest on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg and viewed an­ 
nually by thousands of visitors. 
This 
barn is nearly a century and a-half old. 
It is located on the Shealer farm, a short 
distance from the borough limits. 
It is 
owned by W. Shealer, who has decided 
to tear it down owing to its weakened con­ 
dition. 
He has already sold much of the 
timber to relic hunters. 
During the bat­ 
tle and for four weeks after the conflict, 
the building was occupied by the Confed­ 
erates as a hospital, the mows, stables and 
floor being filled with wounded. 
In the 
logs of the old structure are imbedded 
many bullets which lodged there in the 
first day of the battle, while timbers are 
stained with human blood, the marks of 
which are yet visible. 
Forty four Con­ 
federate soldiers, members of Johnson’s 
brigade, died in this building, and their 
bodies were buried within 100 feet of the 
structure. 
A few years later they were 
taken to the Hollywood Cemetery, Rich­ 
mond, Va.

THINK THEY HAVE MARVIN BOY 


Erie Authorities Notify Father They 
Believe They Have Lad. 


Dover, Del,, March 19.-—The author! 
ties of Erie, Pa., ^em for Dr. Horace 
Marvin and notified him by telephone 
that they believed they had little mor- 
ace, the missing child. 
Two exhaus­ 
tive interviews over» the long-distance 
telephone resulted between the Erie 
authorities and Dr. Harvey Marvin, 
who was in Dover awaiting messages 
and 
telephone calls 
for his father. 
Neither the Marvins nor the detectives 
would divulge any of the conversation. 
The boy, it has been learned, had been 
thadowed from Canada down through 
Port Huron and finally to Erie. 


Deputy Attorney General Hastings, 
the state prosecutor during the illness 
of 
Attorney General Richards, con­ 
ferred with Governor Lea and later 
announced his intention of visiting the 
scene and co-operating with the detec­ 
tive force at work under the governor.

New York, March 18,—The Herald 
says that, according to a member of 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr.’s Bible class, 
and who Is also a personal friend of 
John D. Rockefeller and in a position 
to know of his affairs, the latter pro­ 
poses soon to -make a princely gift to 
the city of New York. It will amount 
to at least $50,000,000. It will be part­ 
ly charitable and partly educational.

HUMAN HAIR I"OR MENDING. 
Did you ever try mending jagged 


tears in a coat or jacket with hair— 
human hair? Well, try it, before you 
exclaim in your doubt as to the out- 
come. 
You know long ago mending 


used to be a work of art. 
Clothes 


were much harder to get, and once 
obtained, every care was given them 
until they literally 
went to pieces. 


Some one who lived in those days— 
a dear old lady—taught me to mend 
with hair, and the torn place on my 
jacket, or what had been the torn 


became a matter of pride, be- 


cause the mending w:is the best kind 
of art—useful. 


Place the torn spot in an embroid- 


ery hoop, if possible, and then take 
a long hair, from a head of brown or 
black hair, and darn with a very fine 
needle back. and forth, taking up 
threads away beyond the tear on 
both sides. 
Press the spot with a 


warm fiat iron after dampening it 
slightly on the wrong side and it is 
finished. 


The embroidery hoop is useful for 


mending tears in the legs of hosiery,

dropped stitch in "drop stitch 


stockings'' being taken up easily in 
the hoop. Handkerchiefs, napkins, 
table linen and tears in dresses and 
aprons can all be patched without a 
wrinkle if the goods is first stretched 
in the hoop.—Housekeeoer.

Europe to Our Own Disadvantage—

Great Future For Agriculture. 
It cannot be said that there is any- 
thing 
pessimistic 
about 
Secretary 
Wilson, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, lor he assuredly Is an opti- 
mist of the ilrst water, If we are to 
take his forthcoming report as re- 
flecting 
his real opinions. 
Ho says 
that had we cultivated our farms on 
a more scientific basis, wo would have 
raised crops far in excess of the de- 
mands, 
He then predicts that as the 
demand 
Increases 
the 
American 
farmer will be adequate thereto by 
more scientific farming. 
Here is a 
specimen of his optimism. 
He says: 
"No miracle would be required to 
double or even treble the production 
of cotton per acre. 
The corn crop 
can be Increased by one-half per acre 
within the fourth of a century, and 
yet without reaching the limit, and 
the same may be sqid of wheat and 
other crops. 
One-fourth of the dairy 
cows of the country do not pay for 
their feed, and more than ono-half of 
them pay no profit. The egg produc- 
tion per hen «will be Increased by at 
least a dozen a year within a genera- 
tion, while some poultrymen foretell 
double that Increase, 
If the hens of 
this year had each laid a dozen eggs 
more than they did, the Increased 
value of this production would have 
possibly 
aggregated 
150,000,000." 
The Secretary follows this with some 
very pertinent suggestions, saying: 
"The farmer will not fail the nation 
if the nation does not fall the fanner. 
He needs education to open the pow- 
ers of the soil now hidden from him. 
The work of the department has al- 
ready had results valued at hundreds 
of millions of dollai's annually, and 
yet has barely crossed the threshold 
of its mission of discovery and edu- 
cation,"—American Cultivator. 


The manner In which the people of 
the United States are borrowing the 
tipping habit from Europe is a matter 
for grave concern. 
Take the case of 
your smiling friend the Pullman por- 
ter. 
Do you know that the dimes 
and quarters and half dollars given 
him by our traveling public every 
year amount to more than $2,000,000 
and that we present him with $6000 
every 
morning 
before 
breakfast? 
Lot's figure It out. 
There are about 
8000 porters In the employ of the 
Pullman 
company. 
If 
the 
total 
amount received by each of them 
was a dollar a day, that would be 
$8000, 
But In order to make allow- 
ance for tlmo off and for stingy or 
frugal travelers who give little or 
nothing suppose we knock off a cou- 
l>le of thousand dollars every morn- 
ing. 
That would make $G000 a day, 
or $2,190,000 for the year. 


This generosity on the part o£ the 
traveling public would be all right 
if the porters got the benefit of it. 
But they do not. 
Under present con- 
ditions the tips are merely another 
source of profit for the Pullman com- 
pany. 
One would suppose that all 
the time of a grown up man. In most 
Instances with a family to support, 
would at least be worth $10 a week, 
or $40 a month, to a concern earning 
millions of dividends. 
But the por- 
ter gets only $25 a month, and Is left 
to get the remainder from the pub- 
lic. Therefore the Pullman company, 
on account of tips given to its em- 
ployes, makes a saving of $15 per 
month on each of them, amounting to 
$120,000, or $1,440,000 a year. 


After the thousands of passengers 
arriving, at their destination In this 
country every 
morning 
turn over 
$6000 to the Pullman porters, they 
give away another thousand to sta- 
tion boys who carry their bags out 
from the trains. 
Before they get 
comfortably settled 
down 
to the 
breakfast table another donation of 
$2000 or so Is made to hack drivers. 
Then the waiters proceed to 
"get 
theirs." 
After the porters no other 
class of servants depends so much 
upon tips as the waiters. 


In many of the large establish- 
ments In the cities the attendants 
have a perfectly organized system for 
securing and sharing the proceeds 
they get from the public. One way of 
working It is this: 
When you enter 
the dining room for a first meal at a 
hotel the head waiter places you at 
a table and then watches carefully 
when you leave to see If you fee the 
waiter. 
If you leave some change 
the head waiter claims part of It. If 
the one who attended you should re- 
fuse to divide, the next time you en- 
ter the dining room you will be put 
at some other table, presided over by 
a "square man." 


Sometimes the only way a waiter 
can get prompt service In the kitchen 
for a favored guest is to "see" the 
server. Thus, when you leave a quar- 
ter under the edge of your plate it 
does not always go into the pocket 
of the man who attended you, as you 
might suppose, but 
Is 
distributed 
among a number of employes with 
whom you do not come In contact. If 
you fall to leave any change under 
your plate and remain at that hotel 
iov any length of time you will bo 
likely to receive scant consideration, 
for the servants will be busy looking 
after those people who are not ab- 
sentmlnded .when they finish their 
meal. 


One hotel proprietor tells this ex- 
perience he had with a new waiter 
who came to his place. The new man 
came on at the breakfast hour, and 
in the course of time was set to wait 
upon the manager without knowing 
who he was. 
Instead of serving a 
small cup of cream for the coffee he 
brought milk with it. 
The manager 
said to him: 
"Here, take this milk 
back and bring me some cream." 
'*Wo have no cream," said the new- 
comer. 
The 
surprised 
manager 
looked up at him quickly and said: 
"Like thunder you haven't. 
I am the 
manager of this place, and I just

In a hundred 
gallons of 
cream not more than twenty minutes 
ago." 
With genuine embarrassment 
the new recruit replied:

I'll bring It at once, sin** The motive 
was to please certain regular custom- 
ers of the dining room, who made a 
practice of tipping, by keeping a lib- 
eral quantity of crcam in reserve for 
them, giving ordinary patrons milk 
with their coffee. 


The barbers In the largo establish- 
ments of the cities are also well or- 
ganized for securing tips. 
Most of 
them work on percentage and have 
all kinds of extra things they try to 
sell each customer. 
The man who 
does not give ten cents above the 
regular tariff Is ail unwelcome cus- 
tomer In most of the big shops. 
The 
up to date barber "educates" his 
customers to the Idea of tipping. 
He 
begins a friendly line of talk and 
tells you confidentially that things 
are going pretty bad with him. 
He 
will likely say: 
"Do you have any 
idea what wages they pay in this 
place? 
They pay so little that if it 
were not for the tips we get we could 
not pay rent and provide for our fam- 
ilies. 
Of course, nearly everybody 
that comes In here 
gives us some- 
thing, so we manage to worry along." 
By such means the barber makes his 
customer understand that something 
extra is expected. 
If a good "edu- 
cator" opens up on you and you fail 
to take the hint, you had better look 
for another shop. 


A dodge which is worked with uni- 
versal success by many crafty ton- 
sorlal artists Is the soiled towel trick. 
In order to Induce his customers tc 
buy shampoos he keeps a towel a1 
hand the corner of which Is very 
grimy. 
When you get In his chaii 
he passes this over your head, then 
shows you the dirt, which did not 
come from your hair at all, but ofl 
the heel of his boot. 
As he flashes 
the soiled towel he will say: 
" Lots 
of dirt in your hair. 
Better let me 
wash it out," and in nine cases out oi 
ten the unsuspecting victim will sa> 
"go ahead," when he probably doesn'l 
need a shampoo at all. 


Once when the. writer was discuss- 
ing tips with a foreigner he made thc 
following explanation of why it If 
done In Europe: 
"It Is merely a lit- 
tle cash concession made to men who 
have to labor 
at 
tasks not quite 
worthy of human dignity. 
It Is not 
if you think of it, quite worthy ol 
human dignity that a man should 
spend his life In setting down baked 
meats on a board for other men tc 
eat. 
This Is why we have invented 
tips, to reconcile men to perform 
menial oflices with an appearance oJ 
contentment." 


Any 
self-respecting 
man 
whc 
works for his living ought to resent 
such an attitude as this. 
Honest 
labor of any kind, even of a persona! 
character, can be dignified If it if 
done In a dignified way. 


The functions of the waiter and 
the barber are necessary parts of oui 
living. 
We are all more or less de- 
pendent on one another, and the most 
menial service Is respectable if done 
In a respectable manner. 
Here is a 
chance for organized labor to assert 
Itself. 
Receiving chance gratuities 
In the place of salaries Is neither dig- 
nified nor profitable, but It Is demor- 
alizing. 
The particular classes ol 
labor that receive tips should stand 
together and refuse to take them. 
They should demand wages in keep- 
ing with the service they render. 


That taking chance tips Instead oi 
receiving an adequate salary Is not 
profitable Is shown by the condition 
of affairs abroad. 
In those countries 
where the tipping system has been ir 
vogue the longest labor is the most 
debased. 
In Bei'lln one Is even ex- 
pected to tip the street car conductor. 
In Vienna one must fee the janitoi 
who lets him In or out of his own 
house at night. 
Practice has made 
this so universal that it Is almost as 
binding as If It were law.—New York 
Sun,

Greenhorns as Inventors, 


In 1S27 a carpenter of Sandwich, 
Mass., wanting a piece of glass of a 
peculiar size and shape, conceived the 
idea that tho molten metal could be 
pressed Into any form, much 
the 
same as lead might be. 
Up to that 
time all glassware had been blown, 
either offhand or In a mold, and con- 
siderable skill was required and the 
process was slow. 
The glass manu- 
facturers laughed at tho carpenter, 
but ho went ahead and built a press, 
and now the United States is the 
greatest pressed glassware country 
in the world. 


In 1S90 a novice in the plate glass 
industry, Henry Fleckner, of Pitts- 
burg, whose only knowledge of glass 
had been acquired in a window glass 
factory, 
invented 
an 
annealing 
"lehr," the most Important single 
Improvement ever Introduced in plate 
glass manufacture. 
In three hours 
by the lehr the s^me work is done 
which under the old kiln system re- 
quired three days. 
In four years the 
importations of foreign crown aud 
plate glass into the United States fell 
In value from $2,000,000 to $200,000. 


About the same year Philip Argo- 
bast, of Pittsburg, also a novice in 
glassmaklns, invented a process by 
which bottles and jars may be made 
entirely by machinery, 
the 
costly 
blow-over process being avoided and 
the expeuss of bottlpuuvkias reduced 


one-half. 
The result has been that 
more bottles and jars are used in a 
month now than in twelve months 
ten years ago.—Cosmopolitan.

One in Washington 120 Feet High is 
a Single Stick of Fir. 


One of the tallest telephone poles 
in the world is v/here the wires of 
tho Pacific States Telephone 
Com- 
pany cross the* Chehalls River near 
Aberdeen, Wash. 


For some years past a pole ninety 
feet high was sufficient to keep the' 
wires clear of river craft. 
But the 
increasing passage of ocean steamers 
made a higher pole necessary, and a 
new one 126 feet high was set up. 
This pole is one single stick of Wash- 
ington fir, eighteen inches at the butt 
and eight inches at the top. The pole 
weighs 6000 pounds. 


The stick was cut at a point twelve 
miles distant and towed down tho 
river, where it was erected by six 
men 
using 
a 
twelve 
horse-power 
hoisting engine. 
The American Tele- 
phone Journal says that for making 
attachment to the pole and moving i t ' 
a ilve-elghths inch steel cable was 
employed, run through ten-Inch steel 
blocks. 


The pole was set twelve feet In the 
ground and guyed with four steel 
stranded wires at the top, and also 
guyed about forty feet from the top 
with four five-sixteenths inch strand- 
ed iVires, 
The guys are fastened to 
dea(i men set In^ the ground to a^ 
depth of eight feet. These dead men/ 
aro of cedar 8x8 inches iu section 
and seven feet long.

Great Future For Agriculture. 
It cannot be said that there is any­ 
thing pessimistic 
about 
Secretary 
Wilson, of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, for he assuredly is an opti­ 
mist of the first water, if we are to 
take his forthcoming report as re­ 
flecting his real opinions. 
He says 
that had we cultivated our farms on 
a more scientific basis, we would have 
raised crops far in excess of the de­ 
mands. He then predicts that as the 
demand 
increases 
the 
American 
farmer will be adequate thereto by 
more scientific farming. 
Here is a 
specimen of his optimism. 
He says: 
"No miracle would be required to 
double or even treble the production 
of cotton per acre. 
The corn crop 
can be increased by one-half per acre 
within the fourth of a century, and 
yet without reaching the limit, and 
the same may be said of wheat and 
other crops. 
One-fourth of tho dairy 
cows of the country do not pay for 
their feed, and more than ono-half of 
them pay no profit. The egg produc­ 
tion per hen «will be increased by at 
least a dozen a year within a genera­ 
tion, while some poultrymen foretell 
double that increase. 
If the hens of 
this year had each laid a dozen eggs 
more than they did, the increased 
value of this production would have 
possibly 
aggregated 
150,000,000.“ 
The Secretary follows this with some 
very pertinent suggestions, saying: 
“The farmer will not fail the nation 
if the nation does not fail the farmer. 
He needs education to open the pow­ 
ers of the soil now hidden from him. 
The work of the department has al­ 
ready had results valued at hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually, and 
yet has barely crossed the threshold 
of its mission of discovery and edu­ 
cation.’’—American Cultivator.

Millions Paid Yearly to Porters and Waiters. 


One Custom We’ve Borrowed Front 


Europe to Our Own Disadvantage— 


Pullman Employes Alone Get 


$2,000,000 a Year—Easy 


Money Made in Hotels 


The manner in which the people of 
tho United States are borrowing the 
Upping habit from Europe is a matter 
for grave concern. 
Take the case of 
your smiling friend the Pullman por­ 
ter. 
Do you know that the dimes 
and quarters and half dollars given 
him by our traveling public every 
year amount to more than $2,000,000 
and that we present him with $6000 
every 
morning 
before 
breakfast? 
Let’s figure it out. 
There are about 
S000 porters in the employ of the 
Pullman 
company. 
If 
the 
total 
amount received by each of them 
was a dollar a day, that would be 
$8000. 
But in order to make allow­ 
ance for time off and for stingy or 
frugal travelers who give little or 
nothing suppose we knock off a cou­ 
ple of thousand dollars every morn­ 
ing. That would make $6000 a day, 
or $2,190,000 for the year. 


This generosity on the part of the 
traveling public would be all right 
if the porters got the benefit of it. 
But they do not. Under present con­ 
ditions the tips are merely another 
source of profit for the Pullman com­ 
pany. 
One would suppose that all 
the time of a grown up man, in most 
instances with a family to support, 
would at least be worth $10 a week, 
or $40 a month, to a concern earning 
millions of dividends. 
But the por­ 
ter gets only $25 a month, and is left 
to get the remainder from the pub­ 
lic. Therefore the Pullman company, 
on account of tips given to its em­ 
ployes, makes a saving of $15 per 
month on each of them, amounting to 
$120,000, or $1,440,000 a year. 


After the thousands of passengers 
arriving, at their destination in this 
country every 
morning 
turn over 
$6000 to the Pullman porters, they 
give away another thousand to sta­ 
tion boys who carry their bags out 
from the trains. 
Before they get 
comfortably settled 
down 
to the 
breakfast table another donation of 
$2000 or so is made to hack drivers. 
Then the waiters proceed to "get 
theirs." 
After the porters no other 
class of servants depends so much 
upon tips as the waiters. 


In many of the large establish­ 
ments in the cities the attendants 
have a perfectly organized system for 
securing and sharing the proceeds 
they get from the public. One way of 
working it is this: 
When you enter 
the dining room for a first meal at a 
hotel the head waiter places you at 
a table and then watches carefully 
when you leave to see if you feo the 
waiter. 
If you leave some change 
the head waiter claims part of it. If 
the one who attended you should re­ 
fuse to divide, the next time you en­ 
ter the dining room you will be put 
at some other table, presided over by 
a "square man.“ 


Sometimes the only way a waiter 
can get prompt service in the kitchen 
for a favored guest is to "see“ the 
server. Thus, when you leave a quar­ 
ter under the edge of your plate it 
does not always go into the pocket 
of the man who attended you, as you 
might suppose, but 
is 
distributed 
among a number of employes with 
whom you do not come in contact. If 
you fail to leave any change under 
your plate and remain at that hotel 
for any length of time you will be 
likely to receive scant consideration, 
for the servants will be busy looking 
after those people who are not ab- 
sentminded /when they finish their 
meal. 


One hotel proprietor tells this ex­ 
perience he had with a new waiter 
who came to his place. The new man 
came on at the breakfast hour, and 
in the course of time was set to wait 
upon the manager without knowing 
who he was. 
Instead of serving a 
small cup of cream for the coffee he 
brought milk with it. 
The manager 
said to him: 
"Here, take this milk 
back and bring me some cream.“ 
"Wo have no cream,“ said tho new­ 
comer. 
The 
surprised 
manager 
looked up at him quickly and said: 
"Like thunder you haven’t. I am the 
manager of this place, and I just 


checked in a hundred gallons of 
cream not more than twenty minutes 
ago.“ 
With genuine embarrassment 
the new recruit replied: 
"Oh, I 
didn’t know you were the manager; 
I’ll bring it at once, sir/* The motive 
was to please certain regular custom­ 
ers of tho dining room, who made a 
practice of tipping, by keeping a lib­ 
eral quantity of cream in reserve for 
them, giving ordinary patrons milk 
with their coffee. 


The barbers in the largo establish­ 
ments of the cities are also well or­ 
ganized for securing tips. 
Most of 
them work on percentage and have 
all kinds of extra things they try to 
sell each customer. 
The man whc 
does not give ten cents above the 
regular tariff is ail unwelcome cus­ 
tomer in most of the big shops. 
The 
up to date barber "educates” his 
customers to the idea of tipping. He 
begins a friendly line of talk and 
tells you confidentially that things 
are going pretty bad with him. 
He 
will likely say: 
"Do you have any 
idea what wages they pay in this 
place? 
They pay so little that if it 
were not for the tips we get we could 
not pay rent and provide for our fam­ 
ilies. 
Of course, nearly everybody 
that comes in here 
gives us some­ 
thing, so we manage to worry along.” 
By such means the barber makes his 
customer understand that something 
extra is expected. 
If a good "edu­ 
cator” opens up on you and you fail 
to take the hint, you had better look 
for another shop. 


A dodge which is worked with uni­ 
versal success by many crafty ton- 
sorial artists is the soiled towel trick. 
In order to induce his customers tc 
buy shampoos he keeps a towel at 
hand the corner of which is very 
grimy. 
When you get in his chaii 
he passes this over your head, then 
shows you the dirt, which did not 
come from your hair at all, but of! 
the heel of his boot. 
As he flashes 
the soiled towel he will say: 
“ Lots 
of dirt in your hair. 
Better let me 
wash it out,” and in nine cases out oi 
ten the unsuspecting victim will say 
"go ahead,” when he probably doesn’t 
need a shampoo at all. 


Once when the writer was discuss­ 
ing tips with a foreigner he made the 
following explanation of why it if 
done in Europe: 
"It is merely a lit­ 
tle cash concession made to men whc 
have to labor 
at 
tasks not quite 
worthy of human dignity. It is not 
if you think of it, quite worthy oi 
human dignity that a man should 
spend his life in setting down baked 
meats on a board for other men tc 
eat. 
This is why we have invented 
tips, to reconcile men to perform 
menial offices with an appearance oi 
contentment.” 


Any 
self-respecting 
man ’ whc 
works for his living ought to resent 
such an attitude as this. Honesl 
labor of any kind, even of a persona! 
character, can be dignified if it if 
done in a dignified way. 


The functions of the waiter and 
the barber are necessary parts o f out 
living. 
We are all more or less de­ 
pendent on one another, and the mosi 
menial service 1*3 respectable if done 
in a respectable manner. 
Here is a 
chance for organized labor to assert 
itself. 
Receiving chance gratuities 
in the place of salaries is neither dig­ 
nified nor profitable, but it is demor­ 
alizing. 
The particular classes ol 
labor that receive tips should stand 
together and refuse to take them. 
They should demand wages in keep* 
ing with the service they render. 


That taking chance tips instead oi 
receiving an adequate salary is not 
profitable is shown by the condition 
of affairs abroad. In those countries 
where the tipping system has been it 
vogue the longest labor is the most 
debased. 
In Berlin one is even ex­ 
pected to tip the street car conductor. 
In Vienna one must fee the janitoi 
who lets him In or out of his own 
house at night. 
Practice has made 
this so universal that it is almost as 
binding as if it were law.—New York 
Sun.

In 1S27 a carpenter of Sandwich, 
Mass., wanting a piece of glass of a 
peculiar size and shape, conceived the 
idea that tho molten metal could be 
pressed into any form, much the 
same as lead might be. 
Up to that 
time all glassware had been blown, 
either offhand or in a mold, and con­ 
siderable skill was required and the 
process was slow. 
The glass manu­ 
facturers laughed at the carpenter, 
but ho went ahead and built a press, 
and now tho United States is the 
greatest pressed glassware country 
in the world. 


In 1S90 a novice in the plate glass 
industry, Henry Fleckner, of Pitts­ 
burg, whose only knowledge of glass 
had been acquired in a window glass 
factory, 
invented 
an 
annealing 
"lehr,” the most important single 
improvement ever introduced in plate 
glass manufacture. 
In three hours 
by the lehr the spme work is done 
which under the old kiln system re­ 
quired three days. 
In four years the 
importations of foreign crown and 
plate glass into the United States fell 
in value from $2,000,000 to $200,000. 


About the same year Philip Argo- 
bast, of Pittsburg, also a novice in 
glassmaking, invented a process by 
which bottles and jars may be made 
entirely by machinery, 
the 
costly 
blow-over process being avoided and 
the expenss of bottleuuiking reduced 


one-half. 
The result has been that 
more bottles and jars are used in a 
month now than in twelve months 
ten years ago.—Cosmopolitan. 


Tillman Likes Roses. 


At his home in South Carolina Sen­ 
ator Tillman is famous as a gardener 
He produces, among other things, the 
best asparagus and the finest roses 
to be found anywhere in the State. 
Like other South Carolina farmers, 
Tillman raises corn and cotton. These 
are staple products of that region 
Lately Tillman has made a specialty 
of cultivating asparagus for the early 
Northern markets, and his income 
from this source is considerable. The 
cultivation of roses amounts to a pas­ 
sion with the pitchfork advocate, Ir 
his home garden he has no less than 
250 varieties of them.—The Pilgrim.

A real mastodon which has been 
In cold storage for many centuries 
will be one of the exhibits at the 
Alaska-Yukon Pacific Exposition in 
Seattle in 1909. It is one of the gi­ 
gantic animals which formerly roamed 
the Yukon Valley and Northern Sibe­ 
ria. 
This one was discovered on 
Cleary Creek, above Nome, by W. E. 
Thomas, and has been so well pre­ 
served that when the ice melted and 
exposed a part of its back some time 
ago it-was attacked by dogs and part­ 
ly eaten. The hole in its back is the 
only break in the skin, however, and 
the pelt will be stuffed and mounted 
on the prepared skeleton. 


The remarkable thermopile of Rob­ 
ert L. Mond and M. Wilderman, Eng­ 
lish electricians, is made in a novel 
way without fusing, soldering or 
even heating the two metals or plates. 
A compound wire, strip or plate— 
consisting .of a core of one metal 
with a covering of another— is drawn 
to the required thinness, and portions 
of 
the outer metal are dissolved 
away in acid, leaving the core bare. 
The alternate compound and single 
sections of the wire are then wdund 
in grooves In a circular rod of porce­ 
lain or other -insulating material. 
Though intended for measuring the 
intensity of light, this thermopile ia 
claimed to be adapted for other uses 
—§uch as for measuring high tem­ 
peratures, and for accumulators on 
motor cycles. 


TALL TELEPHONE POLE. 


One in Washington 120 Feet High is 
a Single Stick of Fir. 


One of the tallest telephone poles 
in the world is where the wires of 
the Pacific States Telephone Com­ 
pany cross the" Chehalis River near 
Aberdeen, Wash. 


For some years past a pole ninety M 
feet high was sufficient to keep the f 
wires clear of river craft. 
But the 
increasing passago of ocean steamers 
made a higher pole necessary, and a 
new one 12 6 feet high was set up. 
This pole is one single stick of Wash­ 
ington fir, eighteen inches at the butt 
and eight inches at the top. The pole 
weighs 6000 pounds. 


The stick was cut at a point twelve 
miles distant and towed down tho 
river, where it was erected by six 
men using a twelve horse-power 
hoisting engine. The American Tele­ 
phone Journal says that for making 
attachment to the pole and moving it^ 
a five-eighths inch steel cable was 
employed, run through ten-inch steel 
blocks. 
< 


The pole was iet twelve feet in the 
ground and guyed with four steel 
Btranded wires at the top, and alBO 
guyed about forty feet from the top 
with four five-sixteenths inch strand­ 
ed Wires, 
The guys are fastened to 
dead men set in* the ground to a. 
depth of eight feet. These dead men* 
aro of cedar 8x8 Inche3 in section 
and seven feet long.

Automobiles have done a great deal 
for the 
industrial 
development 
of 
Italy, as there aro a number of fac- 
torlen in that country which employ 
many workmen, and the number of 
concerns manufacturing motor cars 
is steadily increasing. 
It seems also 
that automobiles will help Italy to 
solve the transportation problem in 
the southern part of the 
country, 
both as regards passenger and freight 
jlraffic. A syndicate has been formed 
iy experioucQd men with the Idea of 
brganizing automobile lines in vari- 
bus parts of the country as occasion 
presents itself, taking advantage of 
ih6 Government subsidies which have 
been allowed, and by means of a flex- 
ibility and economy of the motor car 
occupying territories which are too 
barren for the support of railroad 
lind street-car lines. 


There aro many railway and street- 
car lines in the thickly settled upper 
part of Italy, but there aro few in 
the south', as there Is comparatively 
little traffic. 
In order to stimulate 
the introduction of 
motor-omnibus 
lines into the country the Italian 
Government issued in June, 1904. an 
enactment by which the Minister of 
Public Works Is empowered to grant 
subsidies. 
The law fixes these subsi- 
dies at a maximum of $96.60 per year 
per kilometre for a service Including 
passenger, freight and mall transport- 
ation, a rate of $77.20 for passenger, 
baggage and mall service, and $38.60 
for freight service alone. 
Numerous 
companies are being formed to ex- 
ploit such lines in different parts of 
tho 
country,—New 
York 
Evening 
Post.

Did you ever try mending jagged 
tears In a coat or jacket with h a i r - 
human hair? 
Well, try it, before you 
exclaim In your doivbt as to the out- 
come. 
You know long ago mending 
used to bo a work of art. 
Clothes 
were much harder to get, and once 
obtained, every care was given them 
unitil they literally 
went to pieces. 
Some one who lived in those days— 
a dear old lady—taught mo to mend 
with hair, and the torn place on mv 
jacket, or what had been tho torn 
pla*«^e, 'became a matter of pride, bo- 
cause the mending was the best kind 
of art—useful. 


Place 'he torn spot in an embroid- 
ery hoop, If possible, and then take 
a long hair, fi'om a head of thrown or 
black hair, and darn with a very fine 
needle 
back 
and 
forth, taking 
up 
threads away beyond tho tear on 
both sides. 
Press the spot with a 
warm flat Iron after dampening It 
slightly on the wrong side and it is 
finished. 


The embroidery hoop is useful for 
mending tears in the legs of hosiery,

dropped 
stitch 
in 
"drop 
stitch 
stockings" being taken up easily in 
the 
hoop. 
Handkerchiefs, 
napkins, 
table linen and tears, in dresses and 
aprons can all be patched without a 
wrinkle If tho goods is first stretched 
in the hoop.—Housekeeper.

To test the qualities of a submar­ 
ine electric light a diver at Aberdeen, 
Scotland, descended twenty feet in 
muddy water, taking a newspaper 
and the light down with him. 
While 
seated on an anchor at the bottom of 
the harbor he read aloud for ten 
minutes to the men above, the words 
being conveyed through the telephone 
in his helmet. 
The paper was held 
eighteen inches from the lamp. 


A London syndicate will have 100,- 
000 tons of Egyptian papyrus plant 
ready to ship to its paper mills with­ 
in the next six months.

At the bottom of the pit a 
well is dug, with a drain connected 
at the bottom to carry off the water 
formed from melted snow. 
As the 
cost of collecting and storing is very 
small, the only labor is in delivering 
to the consumers, which is accom­ 
plished by pack horses. 


A prominent American hygienist is 
of the opinion that paper and tapes­ 
try wall-coverings in houses are fa­ 
vorable to the preservation of dis­ 
ease germs. 
On the 
other 
hand, 
walls covered with stucco or good 
varnish can only be 
readily freed 
from germs by washing, but they 
possess the property of cleansing 
themselves spontaneosly from bac­ 
teria lodged upon them. I t has been 
found that the germs of typhoid, of 
cholera 
and 
of pneumonia, 
when 
placed on such walls, perisZ* within 
twenty-four hours, while on walls 
covered with dry size they survive 
for weeks and even months. 
Damp­ 
ness increases and prolongs the dan­ 
ger. 


Hereditary Chief of the Delawares.

Adams, hereditary chief of the Dela­ 
ware Indians.

“There are 1100 of the Delawares 
left,“ said Mr. Adams, “and we have 
a beautiful and fertile tract of coun­ 
try Included In the UmitB of the pres­ 
ent Cherokee Nation, but soon to be­ 
come a part of the new State of Ok­ 
lahoma. 
They acknowledge me as 
their chief by virtue of my inheriting 
the office from my father, although he 
did not exercise the rights of leader­ 
ship. 
After me the title descends to 
my eldest son, and as long as any of 
the tribe remains the chieftainship 
will go down in direct line of de­ 
scent.“— Washington Herald,

The Prince of Montenegro, on cer­ 
tain days, sits under the judgment 
tree outside his palace at Cettinje.to 
hear complaints and try offenders. 
The parties conduct their own cases 
and the Prince gives decisions in the 
combined character of bovereign and 
judge.

court of Cettinje is called the Veliki 
Sud.

AUTOS DEVELOPING ITALY. 


Government 
Subsidizing 
Omnibus 
i 
Linos in the South. 


Automobiles have done a great deal 
for the industrial 
development of 
Italy, as there aro a number of fac­ 
tories in that country which employ 
many workmen, and the number of 
concerns manufacturing motor cars 
is steadily increasing. 
It seems also 
that automobiles will help Italy to 
solve the transportation problem in 
tho southern part of the country, 
both as regards passenger and freight 
Arafllc. 
A syndicate has been formed 
■by experienced men with the idea of 
brganizing automobile lines in vari- 
bus parts of tho country as occasion 
^resents itself, taking advantage of 
hd Government subsidies which have 
een allowed, and by means of a flex- 
bility and economy of tho motor car 
ccupying territories which aro too 
arren for tho support of railroad 
knd street-car lines. 


There aro many railway and stroet- 
car lines in the thickly settled upper 
part of Italy, but there are few in 
the south*, as there is comparatively 
little traffic. 
In order to stimulate 
the introduction of motor-omnibus 
lines into the country tho Italian 
Government issued in June, 1904, an 
enactment by which tho Minister of 
Public Works is empowered to grant 
subsidies. 
The law fixes these subsi­ 
dies at a maximum of $96.60 per year 
per kilometre for a service including 
passenger, freight and mail transport­ 
ation, a rate of $77.20 for passenger, 
baggage and mail service, and $3S.GO 
for freight service alone.

companies are being formed to ex­ 
ploit such lines in different parts of 
tho 
country,— New 
York 
Evening 
Post.

Did you ever try mending jagged 
tears in a coat or jacket with hair— 
human hair? 
Well, try it, before you 
exclaim in your doubt as to the out­ 
come. 
You know long ago mending 
used to bo a work of art. 
Clothes 
were much harder to get, and once 
obtained, every care was given them 
until they literally 
went to pieces. 
Some one who lived in those days— 
a dear old lady—taught me to mend 
with hair, and the torn place on my 
jacket, or what had been tho torn 
place, became a matter of pride, be­ 
cause the mending was the best kind 
of art—useful. 


Place llio torn spot in an embroid­ 
ery hoop, if possible, and then take 
a long hair, from a head of tor own or 
black hair, and darn with a very fine 
needle 
back 
and 
forth, taking up 
threads away beyond tho tear on 
both sides. 
Press the spot with a 
warm fiat iron after dampening it 
slightly on the wrong side and it is 
finished. 


The embroidery hoop is useful for 
mending tears in the legs of hosiery,

stitch 
in 
"drop 
stitch 
stockings’* being taken up easily in 
the 
hoop. 
Handkerchiefs, 
napkins, 
table linen and tears, in dresses and 
aprons can all be patched without a 
wrinkle if tho goods is first stretched 
in the hoop.—Housekeeper.

The mixture of medicine and mira- 


cle is familiar to us in books of travel 
dealing \vith remote and savage re- 
gions, sut-h as Zululand, Morocco, 
Asiatic Turkey aad China, where the 
family "practitioner" squats by tae 
roadside selling amulets and charms, 
love philtres, mysterious protection 
against invisible enemies, and cures 
for all ills, even more weird than 
those of the witches in ''Macbeth." 


Bat who would look for witch and 


•wizard doctors at this day in civilized 
France? It need hardly be said that 
their habitat is beautiful old Brittany 
—that paradise of artists, where the 
world has steed stiil for centuries and 
all conditions of life are ia some re- 
spects as backward as they were in 
the twilight days of King Arthur and 
his knights. Even the marriage cere- 
monies, with their barbaric open air 
feasts and dances and 
the 
queer 


"pursuit" of the bride, are survivals 
of paganism when marriage by cap- 
ture was in vogue. 


The Bretons speak a tongue of 


their own, and in many villages of 
the Department of Morbihan French 
is entirely unknown. 
Everywhere 


one comes across quaint old manners 
and customs, for the people are filled 
with superstition and cling to the 
manners of their forefathers with 
positive fanaticism. 


This is nowhere more in evidence 


than in the matter of the village doc- 
tor or doctress—grave persons la- 
conic in speech, and supposed to be 
filled with all knowledge of the 
heavens and the earth and tilings 
that are under the earth. 


Their treatment is in some respects 


little less drastic than that of the 
witch doctors of Northern Siam (the 
Laos States), where all ailments are 
supposed to be due to demons in the 
patient, who has his back most cruel- 
ly lacerated with tigers' claws that 
the evil spirit may find a way out. 


In villages like Concarnau or love- 


ly old Quimperle one meets the 
Breton magician-doctor at his -'b^st. 
It may be the patient is a fisherman 
who has badly sprained his back on a 
lugger, and knows no peace until the 
doctor is sent for. The treatment in 
many cases is given in the open, air, 
for a number of reasons. First, the 
roars and yells of the victim, much 
diminished by space, do not so great- 
ly distress his relatives; and, more- 
over, the scene draws a. small crowd 
of respectful spectators who are vast- 
ly impressed by the wonderful skill 
or occult knowledge of ths operator. 


The wizard doctor of Brittany has 


no "bsdside manner" to speak of. 
He is sent for for a specific object, 
and strives to attain this in the most 
direct ana vigorous manner possible, 
well knowing that unless his herb po- 
tions are appallingly nauseous and 
drastic in result and his bone,setting 
a matter of agony little faith would 
be put in him and his payments in 
cash and kind would dwindle to the 
vanishing point as murmurs against 
his fesble methods slipped from vil- 
lage to village. 


A matter like neuralgia, being dif- 


ficult to cure in any showy or dra- 
matic manner, calls for ths "magic 
wand," with much, cabalistic mutter- 
ing and •'laying on of hands," more 
or less after the manner of the apos- 
tles. Some of these so-called doctors 
unquestionably have a rude notion of 
bone setting, and their treatment of 
sprains and simple fractures, al- 
though causing intense pain to the 
patisnt, undoubtedly attains its ob- 
ject. 


The women doctors are usually 


old, wita a primitive knowledge of 
the effects of certain herbs upon the 
system, and their specialty is the 
treatment of children and women. 
Their methods would excite dismay 
In New York, London or Paris, but a 
most touching and implicit; faith is 
put in them, even when they act as 
dentists by the old string and chair 
method. Fees are frequently paid in 
grain, hay, native costumes and sil- 
ver ornaments, bat the women also 
often pay the witch doctors by means 
of their own hair. 


It should be explained that there 


is a regular hair harvest in Brittany, 
and the girls and women do not inincl 
much parting with their back tresses, 
because the native Breton bonnet 
conceals the less. 


The doctors also practice a certain 


kind of hypnotism, especially in the 
case of nervous affections, and fre- 
quently succeed in persuading a pa- 
tient {even with blows, curses and 
contumely) that there is nothing at 
all the matter with him, and that lie 
ought to bs ashamed of himself giv- 
ing up work these hard times and 
causing anxiety to his friends and 
relatives: 


Mud poultices, cats' fur, cogs' hair, 


human bleed, parchment with mys- 
terious words written on it—these 
are some of the "remedies" which the 
quack doctors of Brittany commonly 
use, and which are believed in by the 
patients with the faith that moveth 
mountains. 
The raors successful of. 


these village prsxiStiotters employ as- 
sistants, 
especially 
in 
dislocation 


casas, where ths patient is likely to 
put up a stout resistance to the dras- 
tic and painful methods employed to 
put the bone back into its place. 


In some of the very smallest of 


Breton villages, however, the man 
or woman doctor adopts this honora- 
ble profession only as occasion may 
arise, and as a kind of "side line." 
Thus it may be a small farmer or an 
old woman \vho keeps a tiny, stora— 


both of them with, aa hereditary 
knowledge and a taste for the cur« 
of ills. 


It must be borne in mind tnat evea 


these "occasional" doctorsenjoy their 
meed of respect and local renown, 
and are frequently called upon to 
cure a sick baby or growing child, or 
even to treat an adult person with 
strange drugs of their own brewing, 
cf course entirely unknown to the 
pharmacopoeia, and seriously applied. 
For the physician in moss cases be- 
lievss as implicitly in the treatment 
as the patient himself; the former 
has seen these weird remedies ap- 
plied all the days of his life, and well 
knows they !iave come down from 
time immemorial. 


It is the doctor, too, who is fre- 


quently employed as a "'go-between" 
in initiating the elaborate and com- 
plicated 
ceremonies 
that mark a 


Breton wedding.—New York Tribune.

Tlie defense did not attempt to 


prove self-defense or insanity. Instead, 
it introduced a letter written by the 
dead man to Randol's wife just be- 
fore the killing. 


When the prisoner was asked. "Did 


you kill Stacey because of his rela- 
tions with your wife?" , Randol ans- 
wered, "I did." 


The verdict of the jury was unani- 


mous. 


Women in the Postal Service. 


According to a report made by the 


United States postoffice department, 
TJncle Sam has 1S8 women assistant 
postmasters and 2.100 women employ- 
ed as stamp, delivery window or mon- 
ey order clerks. The women clerks 
receive on an average §]L130 a year, 
or about $70 less than the men clerks. 
Two women employed in the post- 
office department proper at Washing- 
ton earn $1,SOO, sixteen receive 51,600, 
forty 51,400. seventy-one $1,200, and 
seventy-four $1,000 per annum. A ma- 
jority of these women are either 
wives or widows. The testimony of 
the postoffice authorities is that wo- 
men make highly efficient public ser- 
vants and that they are equal in hon- 
esty to men. if not superior to them.—

est gold mine in the 
world.

shafts at the New Chum Railway at 
Bendigo, Victoria, have been sunk to 
a depth of over 4,300 feet, and the 
quartz there tapped has been sampled 
and crushed, with the result that a 
yield of gold equal to an ounce a ton 
has been obtained. The operations in 
the mine have been tested by govern- 
ment officials in view of the fact that 
never before in the world's history 
has gold been obtained from so low a 
depth as three-quarters of a mile.—- 
Chicaso Journal.

The mixture of medicine and mira- 
cle is familiar to us in books of travel 
dealing with remote and savage re- 
gions, such as Zululand, 
Morocco, 
Asiatic Turkey and China, where the 
family "practitioner" squats by the 
roadside selling amulets and charms, 
love philtres, ,mysterious protection 
against invisible enemies, and cures 
for all ills, even more weird than 
those of the witches in "Macbeth," 


But who would look for witch and 
wizard doctors at this day in civilized 
France? 
It need hardly be said that 
their habitat ia beautiful old Brittany 
—that paradise of artists, where the

knowledge and a taste for the cur€ 
of ills. 


It must be borne In mind that o v o n 
these "occasional" doctors enjoy their 
meed of respect and local renown, 
and are frequently called upon to 
cure a sick baby or growing child, or 
even to treat an adtilt person with 
strange drugs of their own brewing, 
of course entirely unknown to the 
pharmacopoeia, and seriously applied. 
For the physician in most cases be- 
llGves as implicitly in the treatment 
as the patient himself; the former 
has seen these weird remedies ap- 
plied all the days of his life, and well 
knows they have come down from 
time immemorial.

positive fanaticism. 


This Is nowhere more in evidence 
than in the matter of the village doc- 
tor or doctress—grave persons la- 
conic in speech, and supposed to be 
filled 
with 
all 
knowledge 
of 
the 
heavens and the earth and things 
that are under the earth. ' 


Their treatment is in some respects 
little less drastic than that of the 
witch doctors of Northern Slam (tho 
Laos States), where all ailments are 
supposed to be due to demons in the 
patient, who has his back most cruel- 
ly lacerated "svlth tigers' claws that 
the evil spirit may find a M'ay out. 


In villages like Concarnau or love- 
ly old 
Quimperle 
one 
meets 
the 
Breton magician-doctor at his 'best. 
It may be the patient is a 
fisherman 
who has badly sprained his back on a 
lugger, and knows no peace until the 
doctor Is sent for. 
The treatment in 
many cases is given in the open air, 
for a number of reasons. 
First, the 
roars and yells of the victim, much 
diminished by space, do not so great- 
ly distress his relatives; and, more- 
over, the scene draws a small crowd 
of respectful spectators who are vast- 
ly impressed by the wonderful skill 
or occult knowledge of the operator. 


The wizard doctor of Brittany has 
no "bedside manner" to speak of. 
He is sent for for a specific object, 
and strives to attain this in the most 
direct and vigorous manner possible, 
well knowing that unless his herb po- 
tions are appallingly nauseous and 
drastic in result and his bone.setting 
a matter of agony little faith would 
be put in him and his payments in 
cash and kind would dwindle to the 
vanishing point as murmurs against 
his feeble methods slipped from vil- 
lage to village. 


A matter like neuralgia, being dif- 
ficult to cure in any showy or dra- 
matic manner, calls for the "magic 
wand," with much cabalistic mutter- 
ing and "laying on of hands," more 
or less after the manner of the apos- 
tles. 
Some of these so-called doctors 
unquestionably have a rude notion of 
bone setting, and their treatment of 
sprains and 
simple 
fractures, 
al- 
though causing intense pain to the 
patient, undoubtedly attains Its ob- 
ject. 


The women 
doctors are usually 
old, with a primitive knowledge of 
the effects of certain herbs upon the 
system, and their specialty is the 
treatment of children and women. 
Their methods would excite dismay 
In New York, London or Paris, but a 
most touching and implicit faith Is 
put in them, even when they act as 
dentists by the old string and chair 
method. 
Fees are frequently paid in 
grain, hay, native costumes and sli- 
ver ornaments, but the women also 
often pay the witch doctors by means 
of their own hair. 


It should be explained that there 
Is a regular hair harvest in Brittany, 
and tho girl?? and women do not mind 
much parting with their back tresses, 
because the native Breton 
bonnot 
conceals tho loss, 


Tho doctors also practice a certain 
kind of hypnotism, especially in the 
case of nervous affections, and fre- 
quently succeed in persuading a pa- 
tient (even with blows, curses and 
contumely) that there is nothing at 
all the matter with him, and that he 
ought to bo ashamed of himself giv- 
ing up work these hard times and 
causing anxiety to his friends and 
relatives! 


Mud poultices, cats' fur, dogs' hair, 
human blood, parchment with mys- 
terious. words written on It—these 
are some of the "remedies" which the 
quack doctors of Brittany commonly 
use, and which are believed in by the 
patients Avith the faith that moveth 
mountains. 
The more successful of. 
tiiese village practitioners employ as- 
sistants. 
especially 
in 
dislocation 
cases, where the patient is likely to 
put up a stout resistance to tho dras- 
tic and painful methods employed to 
put tho bgne back into its place, 


Jn some oi the very smallest of 
Breton villages, however, the man 
or woman doctor adopts this honora- 
ble profpssion only as occasion may 
arise, and as a kind of "side line." 
Thus it may be a small farmer or an 
old woman who keeps a tiny stora

vants and that they are equal In hon- 
esty to men, if not superior to them.— 
Weekly Bulletin. 


Deepest of Gold Mines. 


Australia now possesses the deep- 
est gold mine In the 
world. 
The 
shafts at the New Chum Railway at 
Bendigo, Victoria, have been sunk to 
a depth of over 4,300 feet, and the 
quartz there tapped has been sampled 
and crushed, with the result that a 
yield of gold equal to an ounce a ton 
has been obtained. 
The operations in 
the mine have been tested by govern- 
ment officials in view of the fact that 
never before In the world's history 
ha-3 gold been obtained from so low a 
depth as three-quarters of a mile.— 
Chicago Journal. 


Materializing the Flying Dutchman. 


A strange sea phantom, which very 
probably has helped to create the 
legend of the Flying Dutchman, is 
stated to have been run to earth by 
the Argentine 
Government. 
Many 
vessels have reported after rounding 
the Horn that they have sighted what 
seemed to be a derelict vessel, or one 
In need of 
assistance, 
sailing 
in 
through the straits with decks awash. 
Vessels have run aground while try- 
ing to get near this mysterious ap- 
parition, under the belief that there 
must be a navigable passage for it 
to sail in. 
Now it has been 
finally 
identified in Le Maire Strait, one of 
H number of jagged rocks, which at 
five miles distance has the appear» 
ance of a bark running under short 
sails. 
Probably the white sails of 
the visionary vessel are produced by 
the sea bird whitened upper parts of 
tho crag; the same course has often 
led to the lonely Islet of Rockall, 
which lies out in the Atlantic to the 
west of the Hebrides and was the 
grave of a Norwegian emigrant ship 
a year or two ago, to be taken for a 
vessel under full sail.—Westminster 
Gazette.

The mixture of medicine and mira­ 
cle is familiar to us in books of travel 
dealing with remote and savage re­ 
gions, such as Zululand, Morocco, 
Asiatic Turkey and China, where the 
family “practitioner“ squats by the 
roadsido selling amulets and charms, 
love philtres, ,mysterious protection 
against invisible enemies, and cures 
for all ills, even more weird than 
those of the witches in “Macbeth.' 


But who would look for witch and 
wizard doctors at this day in civilized 
France? 
It need hardly be said that 
their habitat is beautiful old Brittany 
— that paradise of artists, where the 
world has stood still for centuries and 
all conditions of life are in some re­ 
spects as backward as they were in 
the twilight days of King Arthur and 
his knights. Even the marriage cere­ 
monies, with their barbaric open air 
feasts and dances and 
tho 
queer 
“pursuit“ of the bride, are survivals 
of paganism when marriage by cap­ 
ture was in vogue. 


The Bretons speak a tongue of 
their own, and in many villages of 
the Department of Morbihan French 
is entirely unknown. 
Everywhere 
one comes across qnaint old manners 
and customs, for the people are filled 
with superstition and cling to the 
manners of their forefathers with 
positive fanaticism. 


This is nowhere more in evidence 
than in the matter of the village doc­ 
tor or doctress— grave persons la­ 
conic in speech, and supposed to be 
filled with all knowledge of the 
heavens and the earth and things 
that are under the earth. 


Their treatment is in some respects 
little less drastic than that of the 
witch doctors of Northern Siam (tho 
Laos States), where all ailments are 
supposed to be due to demons in the 
patient, w’ho lia3 his back most cruel­ 
ly lacerated with tigers’ claws that 
the evil spirit may find a way out. 


In villages like Concarnau or love­ 
ly old 
Quimperle one 
meets the 
Breton magician-doctor at his 'best. 
It may be the patient is a fisherman 
who has badly sprained his back on a 
lugger, and knows no peace until the 
doctor is sent for. 
The treatment in 
many cases is given in the open air, 
for a number of reasons. 
First, the 
roars and yells of the victim, much 
diminished by space, do not so great­ 
ly distress his relatives; and, more­ 
over, the scene draws a small crowd 
of respectful spectators who are vast­ 
ly impressed by the wonderful skill 
or occult knowledge of the operator. 


Tho wizard doctor of Brittany has 
no “bedside manner“ to speak of. 
He is sent for for a specific object, 
and strives to attain this in the most 
direct and vigorous manner possible, 
well knowing that unless his herb po­ 
tions are appallingly nauseous and 
drastic in result and his bone.setting 
a matter of agony little faith would 
be put in him and his payments in 
cash and kind would dwindle to the 
vanishing point as murmurs against 
his feeble methods slipped from vil­ 
lage to village. 


A matter like neuralgia, being dif­ 
ficult to cure in any showy or dra­ 
matic manner, calls for the “ magic 
wfand,“ with much cabalistic mutter­ 
ing and “laying on of hands,“ more 
or less after the manner of the apos­ 
tles. 
Some of these so-called doctors 
unquestionably have a rude notion of 
bone setting, and their treatment of 
sprains and 
simple 
fractures, 
al­ 
though causing intense pain to the 
patient, undoubtedly attains its ob- 


both of them with an hereditary 
knowledge and a taste for the cur€ 
of ills. 


It must be borne in mind that even 
these “occasional“ doctors enjoy their 
meed of respect and local renown, 
and are frequently called upon to 
cure a sick baby or growing child, or 
evon to treat an adult person with 
strange drugs of their own brewing, 
of course entirely unknown to the 
pharmacopoeia, and seriously applied. 
For the physician in most cases be­ 
lieves as implicitly in the treatment 
as the patient himself; the former 
has seen these weird remedies ap­ 
plied all the days of his life* and well 
knows they have come down from 
time immemorial. 


It is the doctor, too, who is fre­ 
quently employed as a “go-between“ 
in initiating the elaborate and com­ 
plicated 
ceremonies 
that mark a 
Breton wedding.— New York Tribune.

The women doctors are usually 
old, with a primitive knowledge of 
the effects of certain herbs upon the 
system, and their specialty is the 
treatment of children and women. 
Their methods would excite dismay 
in New York, London or Paris, but a 
most touching and implicit faith is 
put in them, even when they act as 
dentists by the old string and chair 
method. 
Fees are frequently paid in 
grain, hay, native costumes and sil­ 
ver ornaments, but the women also 
often pay the witch doctors by means 
of their own hair. 


It should be explained that there 
Is a regular hair harvest in Brittany, 
and tho girls and women do not mind 
much parting with their back tresses, 
because the native Breton bonnet 
conceals tho loss, 


Tho doctors also practice a certain 
kind of hypnotism, especially in the 
case of nervous affections, and fre­ 
quently succeed in persuading a pa­ 
tient (even with blows, curses and 
contumely) that there is nothing at 
all the matter with him, and that he 
ought to bo ashamed of himself giv­ 
ing up work these hard times and 
causing anxiety to his friends and 
relatives! 


Mud poultices, cats' fur, dogs' hair, 
human blood, parchment with mys­ 
terious. words written on it— these 
are some of the “remedies“ which the 
quack doctors of Brittany commonly 
use, and which are believed in by the 
patients with the faith that moveth 
mountains. 
The more successful of 
tfcese village practitioners employ as­ 
sistants, 
especially 
in 
dislocation 
cases, where the patient is likely to 
put up a stout resistance to the dras­ 
tic and painful methods employed to 
put tho bpne back into its place, 


In some of the very smallest of 
Breton villages, however, the man 
or woman doctor adopts this honora­ 
ble profusion only as occasion may 
arise, and as a kind of “side line.“ 
Thus it may be a small farmer or an 
old \yoman who keeps a tiny store—

Her appearance, 
almost

ing herself from 
one 
of the tree 
branches far above the ground. 


Even when they captured ner the 
police could learn nothing from her. 

She has been 
positively identified. 
Her husband 
left a fortune to her, but it is not 
likely she will enjoy it, for she has 
been incarcerated in an asylum.—

Now it has been finally 
identified in Le Maire Strait, one of 
a number of jagged rocks, which at 
five miles distance has the appear­ 
ance of a bark running under short 
sails. 
Probably the w'hite sails of 
the visionary vessel are produced by 
the sea bird whitened upper parts of 
tho crag; the same course ha3 often 
led to the lonely islet of Itockall, 
which lies out in the Atlantic to the 
west of the Hebrides and was the 
grave of a Norwegian emigrant ship 
a year or two ago, to be taken for a 
vessel under full sail.— Westminster 
Gazette.

Lee Randol, charged with the mur­ 
der of J. P. Stacey, has been acquitted 
by a jury at Fort Worth, Tex., after a 
trial of a few days. The

similar to that of Harry K. Thaw, but 
the defense relied 
entirely 
on

“unwritten law.” 


Randol killed Stacey September 23, 
1906, and, according to all witnesses 
it was a cold-blooded affair. The dead 
man was unarmed. 


The defense did not 
attempt 
to 
prove self-defense or insanity. Instead, 
it introduced a letter written by the 
dead man to Randol's wife just be­ 
fore the killing. 


When the prisoner wras asked. “Did 
you kill Stacey because of his rela­ 
tions with your wife?" , Randol ans­ 
wered, “I did." 


The verdict of the jury was unani­ 
mous. 


Women in the Postal Service. 


According to a report made by the 
United States postoflice department, 
Uncle Sam has 188 women assistant 
postmasters and 2,100 women employ­ 
ed as stamp, delivery window or mon­ 
ey order clerks. 
The women clerks 
receive on an average $1,130 a year, 
or about $70 less than the men clerks. 
Two 
women 
employed in the post- 
office department proper at Washing­ 
ton earn $1,800, sixteen receive $1,600, 
forty $1,400, seventy-one $1,200, and 
seventy-four $1,000 per annum. A ma­ 
jority of 
these women 
are 
either 
wives or widows. 
The testimony of 
the postofiice authorities is that wo­ 
men make highly efficient public ser­ 
vants and that they are equal in hon­ 
esty to men, if not superior to them.— 
Weekly Bulletin. 


Deepest of Gold Mines. 


Australia now possesses the deep­ 
est gold mine in the 
world. 
The 
shafts at the New Chum Railway at 
Bendigo, Victoria, have been sunk to 
a depth of over 4,300 feet, and the 
quartz there tapped has been sampled 
and crushed, with the result that a 
yield of gold equal to an ounce a ton 
has been obtained. The operations in 
the mine have been tested by govern­ 
ment officials in view of the fact that 
never before in the world's history 
has gold been obtained from so low a 
depth as three-quarters of a mile.— 
Chicago .Toiirnal.

Dr. Milton Valentine died about mid­ 
night Tuesday night at his home 011 
Springs Avenue, Gettysburg, aged 81 yrs., 
1 month and 5 days. 
Dr. Valentine’s 
wife and four children wTere at his bedside 
when the end came. 


On Wednesday evening previous while 
out walking Dr. Valentine was seized with 
terrible pain in his head but managed to 
reach his home. 
Dr. Walter Ii. O’Neal, 
the family physician, was called and pro­ 
nounced his condition as being the result 
of a general breakdown. 
At two o’clock 
in the morning he suffered a slight stroke 
of paralysis which added to the serious­ 
ness of his condition.

Dr, Valentine was prominent in the 
General Synod, the leading body of the 
Lutheran church and was a leading spirit 
in all of its meetings. 


Dr. Milton Valentine was born near 
Uniontown, Carroll county, Md., Jan, 1, 
1825. 


On Dec. 13, 1855 ho was married to 
Margaret G. Galt of Taneytown, Md, 
The golden wedding anniversary was cel­ 
ebrated, therefore writhin the past two 
months at which time their four children 
were present as follows: Dr. Milton Ii, 
Valentine, Editor of the Lutheran Observ­ 
er, Philadelphia; Sterling Valentine su- 
perintendent of the large iron works at 
Dunbar, Pa. ; Mrs. Henry Siegrist, Leb 
anon, and Mrs. Edgar G, Miller, Colum­ 
bia.
